um NEARLY FIVE, MILLION DOLLARS 


Hundreds of People Were at Work 
in the Buildings 


AND MANY LIVES THOUGHT ö BE LOST

Three Dead Bodies Taken from the Ruins 
: and ItIs Feared There Are Many 
More—Some Leaps for Life. 


Boston, March 10.—Fire broke out about 
4 o’clock this evening in a building owned 
by F. L. Ames, corner of Essex and Lin- 
coln streets, and involved the entire block. 
The fire was under control shortly after 8 
o’clock. The area burned over comprises 
practically one whole square, bounded on 
the north by Essex street, on the east by 
Lincoln street, on the south by ‘Tufts 
street and on the west by Kingston, street. 
In addition to this square, one building on 
the north of Essex street, extending along 
Columbia street, was burned, Also three 
buildings on the east side of Lincoln street; 
also one on the south side of Tufts street, 
Emergency hospital, which was part of 
the United States hotel, and the rear corner 
of the hotel. The loss will probably reach 
three million dollars. Three unidentified 
bodies have been taken from the ruins, 
and there are supposed to be many others 
yet undiscovered. The injured number 
about thirty. 

Fell Six Stories. 


The burned buildings were full of mant- 
facturing enterprises of all kinds—boots and 
shoes, machines, rubber goods, plush goods, 
leather goods, glass, veneerings. One of 
the principal firms was Horace, Partridge & 
Oo., fancy goods, and the fire seems to have 
originated. on the premises of this firm on 
the sixth floor of the Ames building. They 
2 about thirty clerks. Every flod? 
in the building had a number of people em- 
ployed and among these were the most of the 
injured. Girls were overrun and trampled 
upon in the panit. Three men and one 
woman were seen to hang by their hands 
from the parapet of the buriding but owing 
to the network of telegraph, telephone and 
electric light wires no help could be got 
to them and they all fell six stories to the 
frozen ground. e of the dead is Leonidas 

Redpath, a merchant: another is a fire- 
man, Robert J. Restaux. Two bodies are 
not identified. One is a girl too badly burned 
to be recognizable. The rest of the casual- 
ties were ut the Ames building, where the 
people, were hemmed in without warning. 

Later estimates of the loss increase the 
amount to four and a half millions. 

Many Lives Lost. 


Among the burned buildings were several 
recently completed on the e burned 
over three and a half years ago. The flames 
the toy department of Horace 
IMrtridge & Co,, who ocenpied the fifth 
uu sixth stories of a seven-story building, 
corner Essex and Lincoln streets, owneil 
by F. L. Ames. The cause is at present 
unknown, but the start is described by those 


nearest it as resembling the bursting of a 


firecracker. The flames spread with incred- 
ible rapidity and in a very few momenta the 
entire interior of the building was burning. 

There were many employes of the Part- 
ridge company at work at the time and other 
floors of the building were sprinkled with 
human — 2 

The usual avenues of escape were at 
once cut off and then began a scramble for 
life, which sickened the beholders, Panic 
stricken inmates fled to the windows and 
roof. Some salnned by shinning down tel- 
egraph poles; other by leaping into blankets 
and nets. Several jumped to the pavement 
six stories and were terribly mangled and 


' others—how many cannot now be told— fen 


back into the cauldron of flames or were 
overcome by the dense, black smoke, which 


suffocated all who did not speedily escape. 
the city’ 


The entire fire department o 
was speedily on the scene. The departments 
of Summerville, Cambridge, Newton, Quincy 
and Brockton arrived later by trains and aid 
was requested to be in readiness from more 
distant cities. Fortunately further help 
was not needed. 

Vast crowds of people began to flock to 
the scene and as a matter of pre- 
caution Governor Russell speedily ordered 
two companies of militia under arms and 
proceeded to the fire in person, where he 
was soon joined by Mavor Mathews. 

The fire spread rapidly from building to 
building, and despite the heroic efforts 
of the entire fire system of Suffolk county, 
it was not controlled until a whole square 
had been levelled.

VISIBLE SUPPLY OF COTTON. 


Bradstreet Gives Its Deductions from Corre- 
spondents’ Answers. 

New York, March 10. Bradstreet will to- 
morrow issue a special cotton review based 
upon the report of nearly 2, 000 correspond - 
ents, of which the following is au abstract: 

Reports from 1, 975 correspondents in ten 
southern states of stocks of cotton at 1.404 
towns on about March Ist, eliuble Brad- 
street to muse aud unusually comprehen- 
sive statement of the visible supply of cot 
lying back of the Usuai visible 
bie supply points, waiting to come 
forward, and counted in the 
crop of the season of 1892-03. Of 1,494 
towns reported, , or GU per cent, only re- 
parted stocks of cotton on hand. At 904 
towns our correspepdents say no stocks were 
held on March Ist, of which towns, how- 
ever.

6812. The total stock held March 1, 1893 
Was 341,753 bales, against 508,039 bales 
last year, an apparent decrease, according 
to the correspouyents, of over 32 per cent. 

Decreases by states show some curious 
differeuces. Florida shows the beaviest 
decrease of any, while Louisiana shows the 
smallest. The adjoining state of Mississip- 
pi also shows only a moderate falling off. 
Ihe small decrease in Louisiana, however, 
is, by reference to the detailed reports of 
stocks, due to the heavy iucrease in stocks 
Held at Monroe. The cause of this excep- 
tional increase is the holding for better 
prices, ‘Texas, with one quarter of the to- 
tal stock reported, shows a decréase of 39 

er cent. The average for the entire cotton

REPORT OF TRADE. 


Severo Weather and Stringent Money Af- 
fected the Market. 


New York, March 10.—R. G. Dun & Co’s. 
weekly review of trade says: Business 
during the past week has been affected by 
severe weather and even more by the stin- 
gency and uncertainty in the money markets. 
Rates for money have mounted from 5 1-2 
ou call to 51 per cent, and for two days ruled 
above 10 per cent, but extreme presure was 
abated without any measure of relief, and 
on the announcement that the treasury 
department will not issue bonds but would 
use the bullions reserved in maintaining gold 
payments, withdrawals of money for the 
west and south nearly ceased. Gold to the 
amount of $1,000,000 was offered to the 
treasury in exchange for legal tehder by 
the bank of Denver and as much by one 
bank at Chicago, and rates here fell to 6 
per cent. 

There was some liquidation in stocks but 
none of importance in products, and it is 
evident that the restraint of exports by 
speculation in the chief staples is an im- 
portant cause of the monetary stringency 
and of the loss of gold by the treasury. 

A fair increase is seen in the wholesale 
trade at St. Louis with a bright promise 
for spring. Trade is satisfactory at Little 
Rock, improving at Memphis and quiet at 
other points in Tennessee, shrinking with 
tight money at Columbus, but fairly good 
at Atlanta; better with increased ship- 
ments of lumber at Mobile and fair at New 
Orleans, with sugar firm but rice is lower. 

Business failures during last week num- 
ber for the United States, 193; Canada, 32; 
total, 225. 

What Bradstreet Says. 


_ Bradstreet tomorrow will say: Orders 
for cotton goods at eastern and other cen- 
ters of production are larger. More cotton 
is being consumed and prices are steady. 
Jobbers are taking larger quantities of 
goods, and the country dealers are placing 
heavy orders. The increased capacity at 
Fall River results in a surplus of 5,000 
pieces. But prints are active. At the 
south, Charleston reports trade dull, as in- 
terior dealers are permitting stocks to run 
down. Business is not particularly active 
at Nashville, Memphis, Richmond, Atlanta, 
Birmingham or New. Orleans and collec- 
tions, while fair at a few points, are gen 
erally slow. 

Farmers are actively engaged in field 
work in western Tennessee, and in 
gia they have raised so much larger food 
crops that grocers’ sales have been affected 
at Atlanta and elsewhere, although at 
Birmingham, trade in this line bas improv- 
i. The slow movement of cotton makes 
trade dull in Louisiana, where the sugar 
acreage is to be increased.

He was game to the last and sang several 
songs, and said he was going straight to 
glory. He made a confersion on the scaf- 
fold, implicating two white men, who, he 
said, forced him at the point of a gun to 
murder Pogue with an ax. He got $5 
for the crime.

HE FOUND HIS SCHOOL, LOCKED UP, 


And Bince It Has Been a Battle Royal 
Between th, Factions—Tbhat Quad- 
ruple Drowning Near Rome. 


Rome, Ga., March 10,—(Special.)—There 
is a kind of miniature war being waged 
in the classic community about Oak Grove 
schoolhouse a few miles from Rome. 

Several months ago Professor L. R. 
Weems opened a school there with a house 
full of pupils. Professor Weems was an 
instructor of some reputation in the rural 
districts of Floyd county and for a time 
everything went smoothly along. The chil- 
dren were learning to read and spell and 
every Friday afternoon there was a lively 
spelling match orgpeaking by the youngsters. 

But there was a fatal day coming. One 
Saturday the gay professor came to Rome 
and proceeded to take in the town. He wes 
feeling unusually fine and it was not long 
before he found himself in that condition 
known in latter day vernacular as “loaded

THE ORDINARY MAY BE SUSTAINED, 


cide She Is Craszy—If Convicted She 
Can Be Tried Be ore the Ordinary. 


There were no important develop- 
ments in the Force case yesterday. 

It was not to be expected that an action 
so important and one involving such uncer- 
tain and prolonged consequences would be 
read indifferently by the great mass of cit- 
izens. In addition to the finding of the true 
Piber Ivynoed sem 87043 n 
on account of the issue which was thereby 
made between two important branches of 
the law, namely, the court of ordinary and 
the superior court of Fulton county. 

Gossip, therefore, was busily, employed 
along the streets yesterday and the gist of 
conversation on nearly every corner was the 
recent turn which the grand jury had given 
to the most peculiar tragedy ever known 
in this city. 

Will Judge Clark Be Enjoined? 

On account of the fact that not until 
the 17th of April will the criminal] branch 
of the superior court. Judge Richard H. 
Clark presiding, convene in this county, there 
is no occasion for any immediate steps. 

‘fore the court meets, however, it is 
more than likely that am interesting legal 
fight will take place. As to the exact na- 
ture of these hostilities no one is at pres- 
ent informed. It is surmised, however, that 
the attorneys for Miss Force will appeal 
to the supreme court for an order trom 
that tribunal restraining the superior court 
from taking any action whatever in the 
matter, based upon the finding of the grand 


jury. 

it is claimed by Burton Smith, one of the 
attorneys for Miss Force, that the action 
of the jury in the court of ordinary is final 
and that no trial sheuld be held for the 
purpose of passing upon the guilt or inno- 
cence of a person adjudged to be insane. 

One thing is certain and that is that a 
strong fight will be made. 

Aside from the revolting nature of the 
tragedy, the case will go upon the records 
as One of the most remarkable in the juris- 
prudence of this state. It rarely happens 
that in such a manner one branch or de- 
partment of the law is arrayed against the 
other and the outcome of the little clash 
will be awaited with peculiar interest, es- 
pecially by the legal profession. The points 
of law involved in the issue are such as have 
never been adjudicated by the supreme 


court. 
What will be the next development? 
Opinion of a Lawyer. 


A well-known attorney of this city, in 
speaking of the action of the grand jury 
and the possible contingencies that might 
arise in the prosecution of the case, said 
yesterday: 

The ordinary, in my opinion, had a per- 
fect right to try the case and I am satis- 
fied that the supreme court will sustain 
as final the decision which was rendered by 
that court. 

“In many of the counties of the state, 
to give an illustration, the superiar court 
does not assemble but once in every six 
months. If a man in a high state of in- 
sanity should draw his pistal, and, as the 
work of a man who was not responsible 
for his action at the time, should kill a 
person, would the ordinary have no right 
to try him on the issue of his sanity? In 
that event he would have to remain in jail 
for perhaps six months before a jury in the 
superior court would have an opportunity 
to investigate the charges. 

“Again, there.is no doubt that after the 
coviction of a party in the superior court 
the ordinary has the right to try him 
before the penalty of the law is passed and 
if he is found to be insane he is sent to the 
lunatic asylum. If the ordinary has the 
right to try a person after conviction, why 
has he not also the right to try him before 
conviction? If Miss Force is convicted by 
a jury in the superior court she may still 
be brought before the ordinary and if found 
to be insane will be sent to the lunatic 
asylum.” 

Judge Calhoun was not in his office yes- 
terday and for that reason could not be in- 
terviewed, . 

As to what turn the case will take no 
one can say. It is merely a matter of sur- 
mise and even the lawyers themselves have 
not determined upon any definite course of 
procedure. 

It may happen that the appeal will be made 
to the supreme court and in that event the 
lawyers for Miss Force will file a plea 
of insanity in the superior court. If that 
is overruled the trial will proceed, and if 
she is convicted of the crime they can go 
again before the ordinary with the plea 
that she is insane, and, in that event, the 
process may be a circle and she will go at 
last to the asylum. 

The case, from a legal standpoint, is one 
of the most interesting ever known in Geor- 

a. 

She Has Three Chances. 


Miss Julia Force has three chances of 
going to the asylum. 

In the first place, the finding of the court 
of ordinary may be sustained. In that 
event she will go to the asylum. Second, 
a jury in the superior court may agree with 
the jury in the court of ordinary as to the 
facts proving her to be insane. In that 
event the proceeding will stop and 
she will be sent to Milledgeville. Third, 
after she is tried and convicted before Judge 
Clark she can still be tried before the or- 
dinary on the plea that she is then insane. 
If the ordinary finds that she is really 
insane after an examination by the jury, 
he will then have power to set aside the ver- 
dict of the superior court and send her to 
33 as a lunatic in spite of her con- 
viction.

The term “provincial” has no meaning 
in Georgia, where provinciality belongs 
to all alike, and where the cities have 
all the marks of the country town. The 
country editors are no more provincial 
than their brethren in the larger com- 
munities, and they have just as much 
right to apply for and hold offices under 
a democratic administration as the 
metropolitan newspaper men of Atlanta 
or New York, Editors who are “hungry” 
enough to apply need not be backward 
in coming forward. In Georgia, the na- 
jority of them have the necessary record. 
But for the country editors in this state, 
Georgia would have had a very hard row 
to weed during the last campaign, and 
if anybody is entitled to enjoy the fruits 
of democratic victory they are. 

The Constitution hag no claims of its 
own to put in; none of its editors or 
writers are applicants for office; but it 
does not hesitate to endorse the claims of

Postmasters and Their Work. 
Postmaster General Bissell is on ex- 
actly the right line in his determination 
not to commission local business men as 
postmasters. His objection is that such 
men are engaged with their privdte affairs, 
and leave the postoffices to be run by 
irresponsible and sometimes incompetent 
clerks and substitutes. In future, post- 
masters will be expected to devote their 
entire time to their office duties. - 

The postmaster general will, of course, 
insist that his appointees shall be first- 
class business men, but his idea is that 
they must devote their business ability 
to the public service, and not give their 
time and attention to outside enterprises. 
Business men who are unwilling to per- 
sonally run the postoffices should not 
apply for them. | 

It is unnecessary to say that this rule 
is intended to apply to cities and towns 
of some importance. In ‘Very small vil- 
lages, where there are only one or two 
stores and two or three hundred in- 
habitants, the leading merchant is very 
often the best man to fill the postmaster- 
ship, and it accommodates his neighbors 
to have him accept the office. In cities and 
towns of considerable population, with 
manufacturing and commercial interests, 
the case is very different. The postoffices 
in such places are closely identified with 
material interests, and when they are 
neglected or run in a careless fashion 
the people suffer. We congratulate the 
country upon the new departure proposed 
by the postmaster general. It will give 
the people first-class postoffices filled 
with able and trustworthy officials, and 
there will be fewer instances of slack 
management.

A Remarkable Ruling. 

As has been already asserted, Secrétary 
Noble’s last official act was to refuse his 
signature to patents applied for by J. 
H. Allan, of Charleston, and W. H. 
Henderson, of Atlanta, for certain de- 
signs for a badge and a spoon handle. 
The designs represented the confederate 
flag, and this fact caused the applications 
for patents to be refused. 

The secretary declared that he had 
always rejected such designs on the 
ground that it was improper to affix the 
seal of the Ynited States to any docu- 
ment authorizing the exchfsive sale of an 
article bearing a representation of the 
flag of the late confederacy. Of course, 
this ruling does not prevent the sale of 
such souvenirs. It simply deprives the 
designers of patent rights. 7 

The Charleston News and Courier, in 
its comments on this decision, makes the 
following point: 

The officials who have administered the 
copyright laws of the United States since the 
war have been probably quite as patriotic and 
loyal and sensitive to the claims of duty as 
Mr. Noble could possibly be. Let these offi- 
cials have not refused or hesitated to grant 
copyright privileges to numbers of authors 
and publishers whose books have contained 
the most ‘exact representations of confederate 
flags, some of which, at least, were displayed 
in the forefrent of battle floating defiantly 
over charging confederate columns, or flying 
from the masthead of confederate cruisers 
and gunboats. 

Why, Mr. Noble might soberly and properly 
be asked, should the seal“ and ‘‘certificate’’ 
of the United States be indignantly withheld . 
from an official paper“! granting to a mer- 
chant or manufacturer a patent on a spoon 
handle bearing the device of a confederate 
flag. and be attached without reserve or ques- 
tion to, a paper granting copyright privi- 
leges to a publisher who proposed to circulate 
a similar device broadcast throughout the 
country by means of the United States mails? 

This strikes us as the proper view of 
the matter. A confederate flag, stamped 
on a spoon handle or printed in a book, 
can do no possible harm nearly a genera- 
tion after the close of the war. The peo- 
ple of the south—the ex-confederates and 
their children—are thoroughly loyal to 
the union, and if they ever do any fight- 
ing in future it will be under the flag of 
our country. They regard confederate 
relics and souvenirs simply as curiosities, 
and the sight of them revives no senti- 
ment that is in the slightest degree hostile 
to the government. Secretary Noble will 
find that, instead of making a commenda- 
ble demonstration of his loyalty, he has 
simply made himself ridiculous.

That Missouri Contempt Case. 

The imprisonment for contempt of a 
number of county judges in Missouri, 
under an order of the federal court, be- 
cause these officials refused to levy as 
tax to pay certain bonds, is stirring up 
an interesting discussion. 

Are these judges really imprisoned for 
contempt or for debt? They are the 
representatives of the people who owe 
the debt, and they are locked up because 
the debt has not been paid. Now, in 
Missouri as in nearly every state the 
law compels creditors to satisfy them- 
selves out of the property ot the debtors, 
and not by imprisomng them. It is an 
old and a warmly disputed question 
whether a man imprisoned for refusing or 
failing to pay money to his ereditors by 
command of a court is guilty of contempt 
er is simply punished for being in debt. 

The St. Louis Republic takes the posi- 
tion that the action of the federal court | 
in Missouri vidlates the laws of the state 
and of civilization. It evades and nullifies 
the laws against holding the person of a 
debtor in pawn for his debt. If our con- 
temporary is correct in its statement that 
under the laws of Missouri the execution 
for debt must always lie against the 
property and not against the person of 
the debtor, it would seem that the 
federal judge has acted very arbitrarily. 
The case has attracted unusual attention, 
and the cliances are that it will lead to 
an act of congress defining more clearly 
the powers of United States courts in 
guch matters. For the present the Mis- 
gouri judges will have to suffer the hard- 
ships of their unpleasant situation. They 
are apparently without a remedy.

Richmond Times: It is an auspicious event 
for the democvatic party that the caucus of 
democratic senators: determined that they 
would have no sort of party alliances with 
the populist senators. These represent, per- 
haps, the craziest organization that ever ap- 
peared upon the world’s stage.

Each southern state can 
thys insure for itself all necessary protection 
agdinst the political wrongs about which they 
make so much complaint.

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As I write, I have before me the government 
“Blue Book.” This is the official record of 
federal offices, and is prepared and published 

the government. It is a magnifi- 


and gives the compensation attached to each 
office. 

I have gone carefully over it today and find 
in black and white that the official records 
show that there aré, not counting 
74.480 offices responsible to the national ad- 
ministration. 

The names of every one of these offices ap- 
pear in the “Blue Book,” which also contains 
the state from which the officers are ap- 
pointed, the date of their appointment, and 
the offices they fill. It is a most interesting 
volume, ani is full of valuable statistical in- 
formation, partieularly to those who desire 
office. 4 

There being 74,480 offices at the disposal 
of the government, Georgia’s part, if an 
honest distribution is made, would be 2,487 
offices, and not 1,000, as has been wrongly 
estimated in The Constitution. 

In looking over the Blue Book I find that 
one or two hundred appointments cover the 
proportion from Georgia. Most of these places 
are unimportant jobs, many of them béing 
merely menial positions. 

I find that in the department of state there 
are 100 home offices with salaries ranging 
from $660 to $4,600. 

There are thirty or more envoys plenipoten- 
tiary to foreign countries, with salaries rang- 
ing from $7,500 to $17,500. These are to the 
courts of the larger nations, and each minister 
has bis retinue of assistants and clerks, inter- 
preters, etc. 

In addition to these larger offices, there are 
over three thousand minor offices, consuls, 
agents, and so on, paying from $1,000 to $5,- 
000 a year. Among these officers are those 


‘| of marshals, ministers, interpreters, clerks, etc. 


Plenty of Plums. 


In the treasury department there are about 
twenty thousand offices, with salaries ranging 
from fees to that of the secretary—$8,000 a 
year. Clerks, employes in the public build- 
ings, marine hospitals at large, life saving 
stations, light-house service, internal revenue 
and customs service. In this department the 
custom house officials are probably the best 
paid. Collectors of ports, appraisers and 80 
forth draw handsome salaries, many of them 
getting almost as much as the secretary. In 
the port of New York alone there are nine 
appraisers in the custom department that 
draw salaries of $7,000 a year. Under. these 
heads of departments are vast armies of 
clerks who draw salaries ranging from up in 
the thousands down te two and three hundred 
dollars a year. This holds good, to smaller 
extent, in all the coast towns and cities in the 
country. The places are there, the work has 
to be done, and in the ordinary course of 
events they will have to be filled by those who 
are applicants! for office under the new admin- 
istration. 

Twenty Thousand More. 

In the war and navy departments, accord- 
ing to official statistics, there are also about 
twenty thousand positions, consisting of 
offices at naval stations, in the record and 
pension offices, ordinance department, Missis- 
sippi river commissioners and other places. 
The salaries range, as in the other depart- 
ments, from that of the secretary, $8,000, 
down to the smaller clerkships and menial 
offices. These two departments are prob- 
ably more stationary and less subject to 
change by a change of administration, than 
any of the other departments. But there 
are many positions which in the ordinary 
course of events will fall vacant in them and 
which will have to be filled by the democratic 
administration. 

Just Thousands Going Begging Here. 

In the interior department the offices are 
legion. One striking feature about this de 
partment is that its work deals entirely witb 
the United States. There are thousands and 
thousands of positions to be filled in this de- 
partment. In the immediate office of the 
secretary, according to the official Blue Book, 
there are 250 employes, with salaries rang- 
ing from $450 to $4,500. In this number are 
included a great many clerkships which are 
among the pick of the government clerkships 
in Washington and pay from $2,700 down. 
These are in the immediate department of 
the secretary of the interior and are of course 
very desirfbie, as they bring the clerks in 
close contact with the head of the department, 
and as the secretary has the full control of 
their appointment. 

But this is only a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the whole number. It ig in the 
persicn department, the patent department, 
and the Indian department of the interior d+ 
partment, that the offices fairly swarm. 
Take, for instance, the patent office. There 
are thirty examiners at salaries of $2,500 each, 
and about two hundred assistant examiners, 
with salaries ranging from $1,800 to $1,200 
a year. Then, under these, come an army 
of nearly five hundred clerks, dranghtsmen, 
copyists, messengers, etc., at salaries ranging 


from $1,200 to $480. As a sample of the 


salaries in thia department it may be stated 
that there are fifteen messenger boys who 
get $360 a year apiece. 

In the pension office of the interior depart- 
ment the commissioner of course gets the 
biggest regular salary, $5,000. After him come 
the deputies and assistants at salaries rang- 
ing from $3,000 down to $2,000. After these 
come literally thousands of clerkships at 
salaries ranging from $4,000 down. Among 
these are of course included the heads of de- 
partments. The offices in the pension depart- 
ment are scattered all over the country, aud 
are heretofore, as a rule, considered very 
desirable, as they can be filled by residents 
They all come under the appointment of th 


$1,800 down, under the supervision of the 
ci punissioner and chief clerks at salaries from 
$5,000 to $2,000. Under this head are found 


the departments have the real appointing 
power, and the heads of the departments are 
practically in control of their respective 
visions.

When 
10 is considered that in the interior depart- 
ment are to be found the pick of the subordi- 
nate government appointments, it is not sur- 
prising that those from Georgia who are 
applying for office have hopes of obtaining at 
least their share of the federal patronage. 

In the face of all these facts, and in the 
name of justice and fairness, I ask why should 
not Georgia have her honest proportion of the 
74,000 federal offices? 

The offices are there, and instead of there 
being enough of applicants in this state for 
the state’s just proportion, there is plenty 
of room for séveral hundred more than have 
xet applied. 

Let Georgia’s representatives in the adminis- 
tration closest to Mr. Cleveland do their 
duty and the state will be all right. 

In conciusion let me say that I am not an 
office seeker and that f want no place in the 
gift of the administration. What I have 
said has been prompted by a study of the 
government “Blue Book,’’ begun merely from 
curiosity. After seeing what it contained I 
thought it would possibly interest the general 
public to know something of its contents.

The Lancashire Strike. 

From The New Orleans Picayune. 
Although reports from the scene of tke 
great cotton strike in England are still very 
conflicting, it is becoming apparent that the 


settlement of the matetr is likely to soon 


come. The negotiations which were broken 
off last week have been resumed, and it is 
now understood that the leaders on both 
sides have agreed upon terms of settlement, 
and the termination of the lockout now waits 
only on the ratification of this agreement by 
the masters’ and operatives’ associations re- 
spectively. 

It has now become evident to the masters 
that there is little chance of depressing the 
price of raw cotton further, while, on the 
other hand, the prices of yarns and cloths have 
so improved that there is now a profitabie 
spinning margin. It may, therefore, be safely 
assumed that the masters, having got rid of 
their surplus stocks during the lockout, are 
anxious to resume work. 

The operatives have now been out of work 
nearly four months, and it is generally be- 
lieved that with 60,000 people idle both the 
association and private funds have become 
exhausted. It has, therefore, become neces- 
sary to make the best terms possible with the 
masters.

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The Ramsey Murder Case Argued—Other 
: Gossip and News of Interest 
Cauget at the Statehouse. 


In the supreme court of the state of Geor- 
gia yesterday the famous case of murder 
from Bainbridge which calls Dr. J. R. 
von Pollnita to taw for the murder of his 
wife, was handed down. 

The doctor must pay the penalty of death 
for his crime on the gallows. That was 
the verdict of the court which is the cor- 
rector of errors when errors exist in lower 
courts, and the tribunal] to verify opin- 
ions of those lower courts if no errors exist. 
The story of the crime for which this man 
is held by the state is a most blood-chilling 
one. 


He was at one time one of the most prom- 
inent physicians in the entire southern part 
of the state. He was a sur in the 
army of the confederacy. He was married 
twice in the north, and deserted his wives 
there to come south. Here he married a 
beautiful young woman with whom he lived 
until the murder of Ber. He was given to 
the habit of drink, One day he beat his 
wife most cruelly and after whipping her 
stamped hir in the stomach on the floor 
of the room until her lifeless form trembled 
in the grasp of death. 

For this crime he was taken up and tried 
and sentenced to death on the gallows. 

A motion for a new trial came before the 
supreme court, the result of Which is given 
in the decision of the court rendered yes- 
terday as follows: 

1. What the deceased said at the door ot 
the room in which sue was beaten, on com- 
ing out immediately after the beating took 
place, was admissibie in evidence as a part o1 
the res gestue. 

2. Ihe saylugs of the deceased admitted as 
dying deciarations, and not objected to at the 
triai, were properly received. This court, in 
the absence of auyibing showing the con 
trary, will presume that the triai judge did 
his duty in passing upon the admissibiiity of 
such evidence as a preliminary question be- 
fore allowing it to go to the jury. 

3. A practicing physician is presumptively 
competent to give evidence, as an expert, 
touching the probable effect of wounds such 
as other witivesses describe, with reference 
to their adequacy and tendency to produce 
death. No question was as to whethe. 
the examination should have been on a hy- 
pothetical, rather than on the actual case.

The chief score of appeal seems to be the 
effort to show that this is more of a case of 
manslaughter thun ot outright murder. 

Jt was shown by one branch of the evi- 
dence that the negro held for the murder 
declared when the marshal came into his 
house to arrest him for wife-beating that he 
should lot arrest him, that he would have 
to take him from the house a dead man or 
else die himself trying to do it. That the 
marshal yas pushed from the houge by the 
wife of the negro, and while getting from 
the ground the marshal was shot dead, ak 
though the negro had been severely wound- 
ed ab a billy by the policeman. Another 
brancil of the evidence shows that the mar- 
shal was not pushed*out of the door by the 
wife of the negro, but was pushed out by 
the negro himself.

The 
fair association will be allowed to take the 
fair to some other city every other year.

Ex- 
perience hag taught us that we cannot 
permanently, or for a term of years, local- 
ize the state fair at any one * When 
fixed at one point, you simply make it a 
local or at best a sectional affair. This 
causes antagonisms and defeats the main 
purpose and object of the fair, i. e., to 
illustrate and advertise the varied resources 
of the state. 

Macon makes but one demand in her 
release, and that is that while the fair Bs 
held in one city the others will not hold 
any during that year. 

“This is just and should be readily agreed 
to. It is wise, because it will best serve 
the interests of all the cities, as well as 
the State Agricultural Society. Experience 
teaches us that in no tWo or more cities in 
this state can successful fairs be held the 
same year. Even the states, with much 
larger populations, and with cities contain- 
ing double the population of our G 
cities the attempt has been a failure. The 
system of alternating will engender a better 
feeling in the cities, the one toward the 
othé?, and all united will accomplish the 
grand result we so much desire.

night. There have been numerous and conflicting ad- 
vices ‘received in regard to what has transpired at to- 
day’s conference held at Manchester, The first cable 
which we received gave as their opinion that an early 
settlement might be expected. Later we received an- 
other reading: Hear strike settled on a basis of 4 per 
cent reduction, but nothing positive known.” Again 
later one reading: “Meeting still sitting. Result un- 
known. Subsequently others here had cables saying 
that the conference had adjourned without taking ac- 
tion, all of which simply tends to show that nothing 
of any positive nature transpired, and that our friends 
in Liverpool were groping in the dark almost as much 
as we here. Our last cable was probably more to the 
point than any of the others, and read: “Strike prac- 
tically settled except minor alterations and legal de- 
tails. Expect fina) agreement during next few days.“ 
Of an official nature we have heard nothing, and will 
probably know only tomorrow what may actually have 
transpired at the conference. The fact, however, re- 
mains that that the settlement has not been completed, 
and consequently may be taken as unfavorable to hold- 
ers. Bradstreet’s report today gave the stock on the 
28th of February of 960 uncounted towns at 341,000 
bales. The same towns last year had 608,000 bales. 
The 594 remaining uncounted towns show no stock as 
against 58,000 bales last year. Consequently we figure 
that the 1,494 towns have 341,000 bales, against 666,000 
bales last year. The stock may be considered at about 
62 per cent of last year, which is less than was ex- 
pected, Im fact, there has been more or less talk for 
some time past of the heavy stocks held at the un- 
counted towns. The information, however, has had no 
influence om prices, the entire interest evidently still 
centering in the labor question.

One hundred and thirty-three cases have 


already been placed on the calendar, and 
there are about 125 to go before the grand 
jury, which, along with the traverse jury, 
will be grinding out justice for a good 
while. Out of the 133 cases on the calen- 
dar at present, 110 are revenue cases, and 
104 are in the district court while there 
are twenty-nine in the circuit. 

Among some of the important cases that 
are to come up is that of Calvin Blalock. 
Blalock was running a registered brandy 
distillery, but appeared to have a decided 
penchant for defrauding the government. 
It is charged that he fraudulently abstract- 
ed and hid away a large amount of brandy 
and made false returns. 

The case of James Pinion, the ex-sheriff 
of Pickens county, is on the calendar. It 
is charged that Pinion allowed certain 
United States prisoners to escape, knowing- 
ly. The main facts are that Pinion allow- 
ed the prisoners to do pretty much as they 
pleased, even to leaving the jail. Some of 
them never returned. 

John Bowden, of Salt Springs, will be 
tried on the charge of embezzling $400 in 
postal funds. 

Marion Barnett, an Atlanta man, will 
have a hearing also, and will be given a 
chance to prove that he is not guilty of 
counterfeiting. Barnett was arrested last 

ear and when his room was searched near- 
5 a peck of counterfeit coin was found.

The Central Trust Company Files a Pe- 
tition for One. 


ELIAS SUMMERFIELD IS DESIRED. 


The Petition Will Be Heard Next Wed- 
nesday by Judge Newman—The Ap- 
pointment Would Result in Good. 


The Central Trust Company, of New 
York, through its attorney, Judge Henry 
B. Tompkins, has filed a petition. praying 
for the appointment of a co-receiver for 


the Marietta and North Georgia. 


Some time ago a similar move was made, 
but it was opposed by Receiver Glover. 
Mr. Hoke Smith was a leading counsel for 
a large number of the bondholders, in fact, 
he represented the majority. A large bond- 
holder from Boston was present also. 

Judge Newman, after hearing from both 
sides, stated that he did not care to take 
any action in the matter at the time but 
advised the Messrs. Steve Clay and Hoke 
Smith, attorneys, to confer with each other 
and see if they could reach an agreement. At 
the time Mr. Smith said that it was not 
his intention to have the co-receiver share 
the present salary of Mr. Glover, but that 
he would be — out of the pockets of the 
majority of the stockholders, provided they 
were allowed to name the person they de- 
sired to have in charge. 

The co-receiver, according to the wishes 
of the majority bondholders, was to 
have charge of improvements and monetary 
matters, as relating to construction and the 
ais ae of new material. On the other 

and the present receiver was to have 
charge of the keeping up of the track, the 
schedule, and such matters. A statement 
was also made by Judge Newman at the 
same time that if another receiver, a co- 
receiver, was appointed, the court would 
appoint the person that would probably 
prove the most satisfactory, and the co- 
receiver would be paid by the United States 
court. 

Messrs. Clay and Smith never met, and 
the appointment of Mr. Smith to a cabinet 
position made it necessary to take different 
steps, which has been done by the Central 
Trust Company. 

The action of the Central Trust Com- 
pany in this matter is the outcome of a 
meeting held in New York not long since, 
in regard to the reorganization. 

The petition asks that Elias Summer- 
field be appointed as co-receiver, as it is 
believed that he would be instrumental 
in securing funds, which are at present very 
necessary and important in the arrange- 
ment of traffic connections. The trust com- 

any also sets forth that it represents 
3.263 bonds of $1,000 each, being consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds, substantially the en- 
tire capital stock. 

Embodied in the petition is the following 
resolution, which was adopted at the meet- 
ing in New York: 

Resolved, That a request be made to 
the Central Trust Company of New York, 
that in view of the fact that by the ap- 

intment of Mr. Elias Summerfield, as 
Joint receiver, it would be possible to 
promptly procure funds for necessary im- 
provements and to arrange traffic connec- 
tions. The reorganization committee desires 
that the Central Trust Company make ap- 
plication to court for said appointment and 
as the holder of $3,263,000 of consolidated 
mortgage bonds, of substantially all the 
capital stock of the railroad company, and 
of a large number of the original bonds 
dated 1881, hereby formally request the 
Central Trust Company to make such ap- 
plication.”
